He hurled that indictment against 
America's subversive influences yes­ 
terday and admitted he was not 
very* optimistic about the possibilitv 
of labor peace between the AFL 
and the CIO.

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Girdler Declares 
Former Resident 
AS FELLOW STATESMAN RECEIVES MEDAL FOR MERIT 


Further Inflation 
Would Be Caused 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.— ‘IN S» 
—Tom Girdler, chairman of the Re­ 
public Steel Corp., declaied today 
that “a substantial increase" at this 
time in steel production would con­ 
tribute only to “further inflation". 
He also said a boost in stsel mak­ 
ing capacity would bring a threat 
of “bread lines" five years from 
DOWN 
Girdler participated in a round 
table discussion by a dozen leading 
jteel executives with a senate com­ 
mittee investigating the steel grey 
market and the necessity »of ex­ 
panding steel capacity by as much 
as 20 or 30 million tons annually. 
Sen. M artin (R) Pa., chairman of 
the committee, warned that unless 
*big business" itself ends the steel 
grey m arket and “similar racke­ 
teering" the government will have 
to crack down with new controls. 
The industry official replied that 
steel 
producers 
have 
attempted 
wherever possible to halt the grey 
market and expressed belief that re­ 
ports on its size are exaggerated. 
The committee also was told that 
the steel industry will add addi­ 
tional ingot capacity of two and j 
one-half million tons annually th is ; 
year and next. 
Girdler asserted, however, th at j 
any “substantial” increase in capac- j 
ity, such as the 30 million tons j 
discussed by other witnesses before; 
the committee, is unnecessary. H e ! 
said: 
“When the temporary boom is 
passed, demand eventually will re- I 
ume 
pre-war 
levels 
or enter a 
gradual decline. 
“I believe the most im portant j 
national problem is how to keep the j 
largest number of people employed I 
for the longest time. Ample in-1 
dustrial capacity in itself is no j 
graduate against unemployment."

He outlined starkly Britain’s eco­ 
nomic plight in an address to repre­ 
sentatives of British employers and 
workers in Central Hall. Westmin­ 
ster. 
He reviewed the government’s ex­ 
port program, in a speech signif­ 
icantly sprinkled with "musts" in­ 
stead of the former mild appeals. 
Cripps said a minimum monthly 
increase to 124 million dollars must 
be achieved by early in 1948. 
The immediate target, he asserted, 
is one billion, 100 million dollars an­ 
nua 11 v by the end of this year and j 
one billion, 400 million dollars bv 
the ena of 1948. 
Despite the goal of increased ex­ 
perts Cripps was unable to hold out 
hope for short term improvement in 
Britain’s domestic austerity, pledg­ 
ing a continuation of rigid controls.

Postal inspectors told U. S. Com­ 
missioner Norman J. Griffin th at 
Howard L. Clements, 34, of Phila­ 
delphia, had been arrested in Miami. 
Fla hi as ringleader of the alleged 
plot. • 
Clements headed a now-deiunct 
engineering and construction firm. 
His former chief consulting engineer 
Edward T. Mendenhall, 60. of Phila­ 
delphia. was also arrested and held 
in $2,000 bail. 
Postal authorities charged that 
Clements collected vast sums of 
money from devout church congre­ 
gations and spent it mainly on 
"wild Dartres’ in New York, Florida 
and elsewhere. 
Some of the churches assertedly 
victimized are the Calvary Baptist 
church, Newark. N. J.; Beulah Bap­ 
tist church, Atlanta, Ga.. and Mt. 
Olive Baptist church, St. Louis, Mo. 
Most of the churches were said to 
be attended by negroes. 
According to the testimony, Clem­ 
ents traveled throughout the coun­ 
try addressing church bodies ana 
pointing out the need for new build­ 
ings.

12. - A 
congressional committee today pro­ 
mised a thorough investigation in­ 
to the payment of almost eight 
million dollars by the Army to a 
war contractor for 46 diesel en­ 
gines. 
Rep. Bender <R» Ohio, chairman , 
of a Housf- executive expenditures 
subcommittee 
investigating 
war- 
time contracts, declared that the 
War department and the contrac­ 
tor would be questioned. 
E. L. Fisher, general counsel for 
the general accounting office, said 1 
that one of the government cffi- j 
cials who helped negotiate the ter- * 
mination settlement is now e*n- j 
ployed by the contractor, identified 
by tile GAO as the Guiberson 
Diesel Engine Co., of Dallas, Tex. 
Fisher said that the contractor 
was paid $3,078,174 under one con­ 
tract for which the government 
‘ received nothing” and $4,240,871 
for a second contract under which 
it received 46 of the 493 engines j 
called for. 
Paid For Relinquishing 
The contractor leased govern­ 
ment facilities to manufacture the 
engines with an option to purchase 
the plant within 90 days after ter­ 
mination of the contracts. 
Fisher 
revealed that although the com­ 
pany did not exercise Its option, 
the War department paid the con­ 
tractor an additional $350,000 “for j 
relinquishing its rights under the j 
lease”. 
Furthermore, 
said 
Fisher, 
the 
firm received without cost special 
machinery, tools, dies, etc., which 
cost the government $120,000, and 
a GAO audit revealed that “apart 
and aside from the propriety of 
such a settlement,” the company 
received $99,982 m excess of the 
sum intended for payment in the 
settlement. 
Fisher expressed doubt that over­ 
payments could be recovered by the 
government. Bender laid the blame 
in part on Congrss when it passed 
in 1944 the contract termination 
act,. Congress at the time was an­ 
xious to speed reconversion and 
it provided that all settlements 
should be final unless iraud was 
involved. 
The congressman asserted that 
the 1944 law was an “invitation 
to carelessness” on the part of 
government agencies handling war 
contract terminations. 
Some eight 
billion dollars was paid by the gov­ 
ernment in terminating the 318,000 
war contracts in existence at the 
end of the war.
